`1. THE SCOPE AND OBJECTIVES OF NURSERY 
SCHOOL EDUCATION 


Significance of Nursery School Education 


The demand for Nursery Schools is increasing day by day everywhere in 

India, particularly so in the urban areas. To cater to this need a large number 

of Nursery Schools are coming up these days. But unfortunately only few of 

these institutions understand the significance of Nursery School education. A 

large majority of these schools are run on the same pattern as the primary schools. 

This is rather unfortunate as the needs of these young children are very different 
гапа an entirely different approach is necessary if we want to stimulate their 


optimum development. 


The pre-school age (3-6 years) is the most impressionable age in one's life. 
Moreover, the rate of development at this stage is so rapid that the child is able 
to take in almost anything if it is given to him in a form in which he can under- 
stand it. Itis also true that many of our homes аге not able to provide an 
enriched and stimulating environment to the children either because they live in 
deprived conditions or because they do not know how to do so. The more 
experiences we give the child at this stage, the richer is the dividend, At no other 
stage is he able to benefit as much from an enriching environment as he can at 
the pre-school stage. 


Whatever is learnt at this age gets so deeply embedded in him that it 
becomes difficult to change it later on. It is, therefore, the duty of the adults to 
provide rich experiences to the child and help him develop good habits, proper 
attitudes and a questioning mind. 


The tremendous wastage and stagnation that are seen in classes I and II 
in India can be reduced considerably and even avoided if the children who join 
these classes are prepared in advance for formalschooling. A child who goes to 
a nursery school before joining the primary school adjusts himself much better 
and fares well in primary classes because of his early preparation. He has had 
group experiences, he has gained better emotional control, he has developed 
proper habits and attitudes and he has been encouraged to investigate, explore 
and draw his own conclusions. Such preparation in the nursery school helps him 
considerably in his subsequent education. 
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Establishment of nursery schools is also a social necessity these days. Due 
to ‘economic pressure many mothers have to work to supplement the family 


budget. As a result of urbanization joint families are breaking up and it is a 
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problem for working mothers to leave their children at home and go out to 
work. Under such circumstances it becomes essential to have plenty of creches, 
day care centres and nursery schools to look after the children of working 
‘mothers. 2 


With the increase of population, and people moving to cities the living 
Space in towns is becoming limited day by day. Families live in small apartments 
or even ina single room where there is hardly any space for a child to move, 
about, run and play. There is no freedom of movement and по scope for the child 
to investigate and experiment, both of which are very necessary for the child’s 
optimum development. Nursery Schools with enough space for free movement and 
proper equipment to play with are perhaps the answer for such a child, 

Many mothers are uneducated and are unable to guide the children. Even 
among the educated mothers very few understand the significance of early child- 
hood. They either tend to baby the children too much or ignore them by 
treating them like dolls. So even in educated homes the environment may not be 
fully satisfying and challenging for the optimum growth of the cliildren. Persons 
who are trained and experienced in guiding young children are in а better 


position to meet these needs, These persons together with the parents will be able 
to achieve better results. 


Apart from all these reasons, children love to play with other children, 
After two and a half or three years, the peer group becomes increasingly important 
to them, In a nursery school a child gets the opportunity of playing with other 


children and thus learns to share, wait for his turn, co-operate with others and 
such other social skills, 


The Objectives of the Nursery School 


The Nursery School aims at the all-round development of the child—physical, 


social, emotional and intellectual. This broad objective may be spelled out as 
follows : 4 


A (1) To develop a good physique, adequate muscular co-ordination and basic 
Motor skills in the child. A child, when he joins the Nursery School, is still a 
toddler. He often falls down when he walks or runs, hé. cannot climb steps 
without Support, his muscles are still not fully developed. The Nursery School 
should proyide Suitable out-door equipment for the development of the large 
muscles of Children, There should be opportunities for climbing, jumping, sliding, 
Swinging, pedalling еіс. Through all these activities, children master the basic 
ud skills Involving the large muscles. Similarly the school should provide, a 

OF activities like tearing, cutting, pasting, drawing, painting, threading beads 
of finer muscular co-ordination. 


+ 
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(2) To develop good health habits and to build up basic skills necessary 
for personal adjustment, such as dressing themselves, toileting, eating etc. In a 
Nursery School, children are taken to toilet and for washing hands at regular hours. 
Children are told about the necessity of brushing the teeth, combing the hair or 
taking bath, through free conversation, stories and puppetry. These activities and 
talks help the children to develop proper health habits. Children are encourged to 
do their own work, and be self-reliant. The teachers are always there to supervise 
and give help if any child needs it but independence and self-help are encouraged 
and praised. | 


(3) То develop desirable social attitudes and manners, to encourage healthy 
group participation by making him sensitive to the rights and privileges of being а 
member of a social group and to encourage him to co-operate, share and take 
care of property belonging to him as well as others. For instance, teachers greet 
one another in the morning, or say ‘Good bye while leaving the school and 
children pick up this very soon. Children are encouraged to share play material 
or food with other children, wait for their turn and to respect school property. 
Children work in groups and learn to conform to the group demands. 


(4) To develop emotional maturity by guiding the child to express, under- 
stand, accept and control his feelings and emotions. А child has hardly any 
emotional control when he comes to school. Не often has temper ` tantrums; 
he can hardly wait for his turn. He is often unable to take a ‘No’. But by 
the proper and careful handling of the teacher he gains better emotional control 
by the time he leaves the Nursery School. 


(5) To encourage aesthetic appreciation in the child. There may be 
many beautiful things around in the environment but unless the children’s 
attention is drawn to these they do not notice them. For instance, children are 
encouraged to appreciate beauty in the environment, such as pretty flowers, 
colourful butterflies, or a beautiful view. The teachers play good music at 
times or show the children beautiful pieces of art in order to draw their attention 
to it and help them appreciate it. 


(6) To stimulate in the child the beginnings of intellectual curiosity 
concerning his immediate environment (awareness of environment) and help him 
"understand the world in which he lives and foster new interests through oppor- 
tunities to explore, investigate and experiment. A young child is very “curious 
and he is always asking questions. Much depends on how his questions are 
answered and his curiosity is satisfied. A child can take in many things if they 
are properly explained to him, At the same time the child should be encouraged 
to investigate, experiment and draw his own conclusions rather than remain 

‚ satisfied with ready made answers. 


(7) To encourage inthe child independence and creativity by providing 
him with sufficient opportunities for self-expression, Through painting, music, 
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drama or puppetry a child is encouraged to express himself in the Nursery School. 
He is helped to work on his own and create objects that are of his choice. The 


pent-up emotions, stress and strain are expressed by the child through such 
activities. 


(8) To develop in the child the ability to express his thoughts and feelings 
in fluent, correct and clear- speech. The language development of a child 
depends to a great extent on the opportunities he gets to use language or listen 
to correct speech. Through story-book reading, free conversation, puppet play 
etc. new words are introduced to children and these new words are used again 
and again till they become a part of their active vocabulary. The child in the 
Nursery School is encouraged to talk in a group, describe his experiences and to 
join in on-the-spot story making activity. It leads not only to the development 
ofa vocabulary but also to correct and clear speech. A large vocabulary is 
necessary for the child for success in the primary school. Each Nursery: School 
should include a large number of activities involving free use of language so 
that the child is adequately prepared before he enters the primary school. 


2. THE NURSERY SCHOOL — ITS CHILDREN 
AND TEACHERS 


The child for the first time is brought away from home when he enters the 
Nursery School. This weaning from the mother is bound to arouse a great deal 
of anxiety in the child. It is up to the Nursery School to minimize this anxiety 
by making the teaching-learning process pleasant and appealing to the child. 
The Nursery School is actually а supplement to the home and nota substitute. 

- In co-operation with the home the Nursery School gradually introduces the child to 
a larger group and helps him to learn to meet its demands. It isa process of 
vital importance as the child’s attitude toward the society, outside the home in 
general and schooling in particular, depends to a large extent upon the kind of 
experiences he gains at this stage. It, therefore, needs to be done very carefully 
by adequately trained people, when the child is ready for it. | 


Age Range of the Nursery School Children 


A child of two and a half years of age is normally ready for admission to 
the Nursery School, provided he has developed adequate bladder and bowel control 
and is able to express his basic needs. . However, the minimum age for admission 
to a Nursery School depends to a certain extent on the number of teachers the 
school has. The two-and-a-half-year-olds need very close supervision and help 

‘from adults and therefore the pupil-teacher ratio should be very high. On the 
other hand the older children need much less help and as such a teacher is 
able to take charge of a larger number of children. What the school can perhaps 
do is to restrict the admission of the two-and-a-half-year olds to a convenient 
number and fill up the rest of the vacant seats with the three-year-olds. 


A child is generally ready for more regular and systematic work by the 
time he is five years old. For instance, he develops an interest in reading, 
writing and number work. At this stage a child is ready to leave the nursery 
classes and enter the preparatory class or what is known as the kindergarten. 
It is best to have the kindergarten along with the nursery, provided the facilities 
exist. After the kindergarten the child is approximately six years old and is 
normally ready to enter Class 1. However, there may be a few children requiring 
a little more time to be ready for formal schooling. It is upto the teacher to 
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decide whether the child should stay a little longer in the Nursery School or should 
50 to the regular school. 


Duration — Working Days and Hours 


Tt is found that young children can actively participate in the school 


Programme for about three hours only. More than three hours are found by 
them to be exhausting. 


' The duration of the Nursery School may, therefore, be three hours and 
preferably in the morning. For the two-and-a-half-year-olds this period may be 
shortened by half an hour. Children of this age group may come to school 
half an hour late in the morning or may go back home earlier. However, if it 
aims to cater to the needs of working mothers, then the children should be kept 


in the centre forthe whole day and Proper arrangements for their meals, rest, 
etc. should be made by the school.

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to 1:15 for the younger age group and 1:20 for the older group provided an 
adult helper's services are available to the teacher. There should be at least two 
adults present with the children at all times as accidents or any other emergency 
may arise at any moment which demands from the teacher individual attention 
for the child in trouble. In sucha case if there is no other adult present 
the rest of the children will be neglected: This is absolutely necessary specially 
where the nursery school programme has to be conducted in more than one room 
or when the children are allowed to play indoors and outdoors at the same 
time. 


Play Space Requirements 


The main characteristic of the nursery age group of children is that they 
are tremendously active. They are always running, jumping, carrying things or 
building and thus, are always on the move. The nursery school should, therefore, 
have enough space both indoors and outdoors to give freedom of movement to 
the young children. Thirty to forty square feet of indoor play space and 80 to 
100 square feet of outdoor play space per child are desirable so that children can 
have enough space to move about and use equipment in creative and Purposeful 
ways. However, if it is not possible to provide so much play space per 
child, atleast a minimum of 25-30 square feet of indoor play space and 60-80 
Square feet of outdoor play space per child is absolutely necessary for a Nursery 
School. У 


Teacher Training 


To work with small children effectively and fulfill the objectives of Nur- 
sery School Education a teacher should have special training in this field. A 
sound knowledge of the developmental characteristics of children is essential 
for running the Nursery School programme effectively. The objectives and 
educational values of the programme can be easily defeated by faulty proce. 
dures, mistakes in the presentation of play activities and wrong guidance. ‘So 
it is very necessary that teachers should have special training in Nursery Schoo] 
Education. But even a trained teacher should have some supervision from time 
totime. Itsafeguards the possibility of misinterpreting nursery schoo] proce. 
dures. Short refresher courses, workshops or even visits to other Schools give 
new ideas to the teachers and thus increase their efficiency.

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The nursery school programme should be balanced between individual and 
group activities. A child when he first joins a nursery school indulges usually in 


solitary play. He takes any play material that he likes and plays with it. There 
is no interaction with other children. But as he becomes adjusted to school he is 
gradually drawn into the group activities. As he becomes older he likes to spend 
more time in group work and thus the group activities increase and he becomes a 
part of the group. But at the same time, the nursery- school provides enough 
opportunity to him for individual work also. Many different types of activities, 
individual as well as group, are provided during free play period and children are 
free to choose any activity they may like. The teacher keeps an eye on them to 
ensure that each child gets an opportunity for individual work as well as. group 
work. If she finds that a child indulges in only solitary play, she gradually brings 
him to a group and similarly if she finds that a few children are always clustered in 
a group, she tries to divert them at times to individual work. 


Balance between free play and guided activity is also very necessary in the 
nursery school programme. Each day for a certain amount of time children 
Should be allowed to play on their own without interference from adults. Tt gives 
them opportunity to explore, investigate and find out the different possibilities of 
using the different types of play material. They learn from self-chosen and self- 
initiated play. The free play periods should involve both indoor and outdoor 
play. A certain amount of time is also kept aside for the guided play in which the 
teacher takes the initiative to introduce the activity. This period need not be for 
more than 10 or 15 minutes for the younger age-group and 15-20 minutes for the 
older age-group. The guided activity is teacher intitiated activity in the Sense that 
the teacher plans some activities and presents them to the whole &roup either to 
provide some specific learning experiences to the children or to cater to some needs 
of the group. A guided activity is, therefore, a planned group activity, а воть of 
introduction to formal work. 


The nursery school programme should alternate between active Play and 
quiet play. If the children are taken outdoors for play then this activity should 
be followed by some quiet activity indoors. Too much physical activity makes th 
children exhausted and so it is necessary to provide some restful activity after ^ 
spell of active work. Similarly if the children are engaged in some sedentary Work i 
should be followed by active play because it is difficult for them to remain dt 
for a long period of time and they are bound to become restless after some ies

or assembled from many sources other than the toy shops. The teacher, therefore, 
has to plan the budget and devise a long range plan for acquisition of play equip- 
ment and other materials. Such long-range plans enrich the programme conside- 
rably. 


Short-term planning 


For effective functioning it is necessary that the programme for the whole 
year be divided into smaller units say, term-wise. If there are three terms іп one 
academic year, then the programme may be broken up accordingly. There are 
certain experiences which are provided to the children all the year round, but there 
are many experiences which are not provided to children right in the beginning of 
the year. They are started only when the children are adjusted to school and 
become familiar with the school environment ; similarly the experiences provided 
to children differ as they grow older. So the Programme for the whole year may 
be divided term-wise. Take for instance project work. Many of the learning 
experiences are given to children through projects. The teacher then has to plan 
the projects, collect the necessary materials and then only start the work with the 
children. 


Daily planning is also an essential part of the nursery school programme. 
In her daily plans the teacher should chalk out the activities that she is going to 
take up, the special arrangements that she must make and the method that she js 
going to follow. It may be necessary to trim the daily plans according to the 
needs of the individual children and the group as a whole. 


Evaluation 


Mere planning is not adequate. Every teacher should evaluate the pro- 
gramme critically to see whether she has been able to do what she planned to do 
with the children and whether the children have benefitted by the Programme, She 
should make a note of the points which she was not able to put across and plan 
the next year's programme based on the experiences gained in the present year,

She has first to develop in the child a sense of 
trust in the teacher. She should be very friendly with the child and should attract 
his attention and arouse his interest by providing him with activities such as 
Story telling, picture-book reading, playing in the dolls corner, playing on the 
outdoor-play equipment etc. She may introduce different kinds of play equip- 
ment to him in an attempt to find out what appeals to him. She may keep the 
play materials that are of interest to him in such a place where he will discover 


it freely. The child may then look forward to coming to school and using the 
play material again and again. 


Development of muscles. At this stage of rapid development it is necessary 
to stimulate the muscles by constant use. In order to stimulate the muscles and 


also to develop muscular co-ordination of the large and fine muscles the following 
activities are provided to the children. 


Throwing, jumping, climbing, pedalling, kicking, rhythmical experiences 
(rocking boats), crawling and creeping games, different animals’ walk, walking 


on balancing boards, finger painting, brush painting, play with newspaper, tearing 
and pasting, threading beads etc. 


Development of language. The child is also given as many opportunities 
as possible to use language. To help- the development of language, stories and 
rhymes are introduced to children ; play in dolls corner with household materials, 
free conversation with the teacher and participating in a discussion are also en- 
couraged. Taking the children on outdoor trips and excursions involves new 
experiences and leads to increase in the vocabulary. Dramatization,

take adequate care of the school property and to greet people or to thank them 
whenever it is required. 


Development of concepts. Experiences are provided for the development of 
the following concepts : 


.. Concept of number, Concepts such as many, few, etc, are developed in the 
child by drawing the attention of the children to the number of seats required for 


the whole group and for a smaller section of the group, number of pieces of fruits 
ог toffee given to each child etc. 


Concept of time, Attention of the children is drawn to the time at which

Concept of colour. Colour discrimination and colour vocabulary are 
developed in the child through colour matching, games, mixing of colours for 


painting etc. 


Concept of form. Matching cards, form-boards, Montessori equipment etc. 
are used for developing form discrimination. 


Experiences with animal life. These include, for example an awareness of 
the following habits of animals : 


The way it moves. The worm wriggles, the fish swims, the sparrow flies, 
the spider crawls. 


The sound it makes. The goats bleat, horses neigh, dogs bark, cats mew. 


How it sleeps. Owls and bats sleep in the day time and come out at night, 
horses sleep standing up, dogs and cats sleep in snatches. 


What sort of shelter it has. Birds build nests, ants live in holes and make 
heaps of sand. 


Outdoor trips to a poultry farm or piggery, having animal visitors in school, 
collection of insects and worms particularly during the rainy season, visit to zoo 
etc., are some means by which these experiences are given to the children. 


Experiences with plant life. They include germination of seeds, difference 
between plants and creepers, different kinds of trees, leaves, flowers, fruits etc. 
Children are taken out for collection of leaves and flowers and charts are made 
with the children of these collections. Watering the plants, caring for the flowers, 
arranging different flowers in the class room are done with children. 


These experiences are provided through such 


Creative art experiences. 
d finger painting, collage work, music, 


activities as clay work, brush painting an 
dancing etc. 


Outdoor trips and excursions. Children are taken out at least once a 
week to observe and explore the environment around them. Some of the common 
interests of children at this age are observing animals, trees, flowers, birds and 
other beauties of nature. They can also be taken to visit the people who work 


for them like doctor, postman, grocer, dhobi etc. 


Concept of health. and hygiene. Concepts such as why we should à keep 
the class room and its surrounding clean, why we should not take food without 
washing hands, why we should not pick Чр things from the floor 
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and eat, why we should keep clean and have clean nails and teeth 
- We should use our own tumblers to drink water, why we should keep our tumb- 
lers, napkin etc. clean, why we should Not spit in the room or on the road, why 
we use handkerchiefs etc. are developed through direct activities such as Sweeping 
and cleaning the floor, washing utensils, napkins, doctor play, doll’s play, puppet 
Play, stories, etc, and also through dramatization and discussions. Children 


Apart from all these, plenty of opportunities are also given to children 
to learn to classify, generalize and solve problems, to take decisions and to adjust 
to the demands of the group.

Large muscle development. For large muscle development Play on outdoor 
play equipment and imaginative play on the jungle gym, merry-go-round, slide 


and swing are encouraged, Imitative activities involving large muscle movements 
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like the waddling of ducks, hopping of frogs, galloping of horses, flying of birds 
and aeroplanes, marching of soldiers, etc., are introduced. Very simple organized 
games are also introduced. Story acting which involves a series of bodily 
movements is also taken up.

Finer muscle development. For finer muscle co-ordination, activities like 


paper cutting, tearing and pasting, cloth pasting, string pasting, play with small 
beads are introduced 


Social skills. More and more group activities and group games are 
introduced to make children learn how to co-operate, how to get along well with 
others, how to begin to subordinate his own wishes to those of the group etc. 
By taking turns for serving refreshments during refreshment periods, distributing 
tiffin boxes, working together in groups on constructive or dramatic activities, 
children learn to respond to the demands of others, Through group discussions 
children are helped to set up their own standards of behaviour. They may agree 
to ask a child for a toy they want rather than grab it, to ask aggressive children 
not to be rough rather than run to the teacher every time or hit them back, to 
wait for their turn rather than snatch anything etc. 


Shy and timid children are encouraged to assert themselves more. 
Greetings in the morning and afternoon, and terms like ‘Please’, Thank you' etc. 
are used by the teachers to make children aware of them. Gradually children 
become aware of these terms and begin to use them. 


Creativity and aesthetic development. For creativity and aesthetic develop- 
ment different types of handwork activities such as brush painting, finger painting, 
clay work, play with newspaper, music, dance, rhythmic movements, are introduced, 
These experiences are provided throughout the year. Children are encouraged to 
handle simple musical instruments and create their own music.

Growth and development. The young child may be made aware in many 
ways of his progressive growth in height and weight. He grows out of his 
clothes and shoes. He is weighed and measured once a month and learns with 

‚ pride that he is growing bigger every month— 4 cm. taller ог 400 gm. heavier. 


Respiration and circulation—As he races round the compound on a warm 
day, he speaks of his sweating as an accomplishment. His body processes arouse in 
him an active personal interest. After running he pants and notices that his 
heart beats faster and his breathing is also fast. He becomes red faced. The 
teacher draws his attention to all these facts. 


Experience for language development. The teacher provides a variety of 
sensory and verbal experiences which foster concept and vocabulary development. 
She arranges situations, so that children with limited vocabulary will have many 
opportunities to use language and discriminate and classify experiences meaningful 
to them. A 


Listening—children are given many experiences throughout the day in 
listening. They include the following : 3 


Making them sensitive to such sounds about them as whistles, sirens, 
splashing of water, chirping of birds or tones of musical instruments, 
playing silence games, listening appreciatively and responding in a variety 
of ways to stories, poetry and rhymes, listening thoughtfully to discussions,” 
` descriptions, explanations and directions, and listening critically to ideas 
presented to them. 


Speaking—it includes the following opportunities : 


Experimenting with language and becoming more confident in its use by 
repeating words, trying out new ones and enjoying using them; learning 
names that apply to their observations and experiences, and clarifying 
ideas through expressing them in talks ; taking part in the interchange of 
ideas through informal conversation with the teacher and other children in 
work and play ; learning to talk easily and spontaneously with adults ; 
expressing themselves in dramatic play, simple puppetry and story telling ; 
giving descriptions, explanations and accounts of happenings ; 


Enjoying looking at picture books, learning about books and how to use 
and care for them ; gaining some understanding that printed words carry 
meanings; whenever there is any difference of opinion about anything 
such as a particular animal or bird, learning to refer to books ; 
developing a personal interest concerning reading ; communicating ideas 
through drawing, painting, making directions and signs ; writing names, 
numbers end labels as needed.

Weight—by making use of such experiences as the monthly weight takings 
of children orsetting up a shop where familiar household commodities like milk 
and sugar are sold, children are exposed to measurement of weight. 


Volume— by such experiences as pouring milk or water from a pitcher to a 
cup, glass or bottle of any other shape and measuring the liquid content, concepts 
of volume are introduced.

What the child sees often leads him to ask questions. Questions from the 
teacher stimulate his curiosity and direct his attention. Simple statements from 
the teacher help the child to verbally formulate the concepts he develops апа the 
relationships he sees. They are for example :

Heat produced 
by friction is a phenomenon that the child daily experiences, The child 
understands that rubbing hands in winter makes them warm. If a rope is 
drawn through a clenched fist the palm starts burning. 


The sun gives us warmth. Chocolate melts in heat and becomes hard in 
cold. Heat changes the water into steam, Heat changes ice into liquid watef, 


The cold glass changes the steam back into water. 


It is easy to hold a hot vessel or spoon if it has a wooden handle but if the 
handle is metal it burns the skin.

_ Experiences with the Physics of weather 


The weather affects many of the child’s activities. In summer the children 
- have to stay inside the Ioom more because of heat outside. In rainy season it 


becomes difficult to come to school and go back. Rain coat and gumboots are 
© required. | 
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In winter children need heavy woollen clothes, caps and mittens and it is 
fun to play outdoors in the sun. 


Brief out-lined ideas of the causes of seasonal changes are given. 


Physical and chemical changes. 

These include the following : when clean and dirty paper is burnt it turns 
into black ash; a piece of log turns into white ash when burnt ; an egg boiled in 
water becomes hard; sugar and salt dissolve in water and change the taste of 
water; from sea water we get salt. Iron things such as screws and mails kept 
in the open become rusty after a few days ; if lime is rubbed on steel, after a little 
while it turns black. 


Other projects 


In addition to these experiences, project work is also introduced. Through 
various projects children are given ideas as to how goods are produced in farms 
and in factories ; how these goods are distributed to the retail stores, the details of 
the delivery service, the part the transport system plays in the distribution of things 
and the people who work for us—teacher, doctor, nurse, engineer, soldier, police- 
„man, postman, office-goer, sanitary worker etc. 


Programme for the whole session 


All festivals are celebrated in the Nursery and children are made aware of 
the significance of these festivals through stories, pictures and songs. 


The teacher gives the children many opportunities to make choices involving 
decision making on their part. Children who ask for help when faced by a prob- 
lem are encouraged to locate the cause of difficulty and try to find the solution, 


At every stage of learning children are encouraged to seek more information, 
make effective use of experiences and information by seeing the relationships, 
making comparisons and arriving at conclusions.

4. EQUIPMENT FOR THE NURSERY SCHOOL 


Equipment is most essential for running a nursery school effectively. The 
teacher needs a variety of equipment to provide the children with challenging and 
interesting learning experiences. However, what type of equipment she selects and 
how she uses it are determined by the objectives of nursery school education in 
which she believes, For instance a school which is purely Montessorian in 
approach will need certain special equipment and will insist on special methods in 
introducing them. 


A child development—oriented curriculum needs different types of equipment 
for the development of muscular co-ordination, social skills, language, creativity, 
imagination and other cognitive abilities. For instance the child needs equipment 
such as jungle gym, swings, balancing boards etc. to climb on, to hang from, to 
swing, to balance. They are the means by which children develop physical strength 
and motor co-ordination. Equipment should be available for both indoor and 
outdoor work, He needs material and equipment such as costumes, Puppets etc. 
for dramatic play; sand, clay, paints etc. for creative activities; musical instruments, 
record player and suitable records for musical activities and eurhythmics; books, 
pictures, flannelograph cards, etc. for the development of language; different types 
of blocks for constructing and building and so on. Such equipment helps the child 
in learning the required social skills and in developing his cognitive abilities, 


It is, therefore, necessary that the teacher takes- utmost care in Selecting the 
equipment for the nursery school. The following points may be borne in mind by 
the teacher while she buys the equipment for her children. 


The number of children and age level of the children for whom the

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Whether the equipment is durable or not is another point that should be 
considered by the teacher. The teacher should go in for equipment that does not 
break easily. Children at this stage are very active and they tend to use the equip- 
ment roughly. Therefore it is not advisable to choose flimsy, breakable equipment 
or ornamental decorative pieces for young children. It leads to anxiety on the part 
of the teacher regarding the safety of the equipment and makes her restrict the 
children's freedom. Moreover, purchase of equipment and material needs plenty of l 
planning and preparation (making provision in the budget, availability of the l 
materials in the market etc.). All this will be a waste if the materials do not last | 
long. 1 


Whether the articles will withstand the weather conditions should also be 
borne in mind by the teacher. Sometimes due to lack of indoor space the equip- 
ment may haveto be kept outdoors. Then the) teacher has to ensure that the 
equipment will withstand the onslaughts of the weather. 


The teacher should try to buy equipment which can be used for more than 
one purpose and can be used by more than one child ata time. For instance, 
take the double sided easels. Four children: ata time can do brush paintings on 
these easels and moreover these easels can also be used as blackboards for 
illustrations by the teacher. 


T The teacher should provide such material which the children can assemble 

and with which they can create something rather than go in for a finished product. 

4 It gives more pleasure to the children when they make something themselves and 

Play with it, than playing with a ready.made toy. For example, a puppet doll made 

-by a child out of some waste material (a fused bulb and Some rags and paint) is 
dearer to him than a ready made puppet bought from the market. > 


iN _ The equipment should be firmly fixed to avoid hazards, No, one should take 
any risks where young children are concerned. Before the children are allowed to 
use the equipment the teacher should see that it has been safely installed, 


The Proper placement and arrangement of equipment facilitate its use. All 
the materials should be attractively arranged in the room and should be placed on 
low open shelves, so that children may take out the play materials themselves 
whenever they need them. In this Way the children will also learn that there are 
fixed places for things to be kept and that they may take out any material they like 
from the storage places but they should put things back in their Proper places when 
the play is over. This in turn helps the childern to learn to use and саге (ghe the 
equipment and materials; But one word of caution—a sense of orderliness can be 
a virtue but it can also prevent children from making full use of the equipment. So 
the teacher need not enforce orderliness too rigidly. Rather she should make it

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It is not enough to have the equipment and materials; proper care, mainte- 
nance and replacement of worn out equipment are also very necessary and deserve 
constant attention from the teacher. At the end. of each term the teacher should 
condemn worn out equipment and try to replace it. She should repair and repaint 
the old and broken ones to give them a new look and to make them attractive 
again. She should take the help of parents who are good with tools for this repair 
work. Many parents like to contribute play materials to the school when their 
children grow up. The teacher may like to explore this possibility also. 


The teacher should be constantly in search of new equipment and materials 
that are challenging to children. She should be well-informed about what 
indigenous materials are available in the surroundings and what could be bought 
from the market. 


Instead of selecting very expensive and sophisticated equipment the teacher 
should always go in for sturdy and easily replaceable play things. In a poor 
country like India very few schools can afford to have expensive equipment and 
materials in school. Much depends on the imagination, creativity and resource- 
fulness of the teacher. If resourceful, she can have a good supply of equipment 
and work materials for children’s activities from the things to be found around in 


the environment.

5. PROGRAMMES FOR PARENTS IN 
THE NURSERY SCHOOL 


The programmes for parents are an important aspect of the Nursery 
School] programme. The schools, however efficient they are, cannot stimulate 
the optimum development of children unless they work in close collaboration with 
the parents. The major responsibility for the children’s growth remains with the 
parents. Now-a-days parents are also becoming aware of the new trends in educa- 
tion of children and they would like to know more about parental duties so as to 
be able to bring up healthy and well-adjusted children. Sotoday the task of the 
nursery teacher is not merely to guide the children but also to educate the parents. 


The home-school relationship should be very close at all stages of education 
but specially so at the nursery school stage. The nursery school should be an 
extension of the home and should supplement the home. А nursery school child 
leaves its known surroundings and comes in contact with the outsiders for the 
first time when he joins a nursery school. To make him face this new situation 
happily, the teacher should try to provide an atmosphere in the school which is 
consistent with the home surroundings. To do this the teacher must have sufficient 
information about the home of the child and should be able to work in close 
co-operation with the parents. Thereby the parents also get to understand the 
objectives of the school and may be able to help the school to achieve its aims. 


( The contact with the parents starts even before the child is admitted in the 
school. At the time of registration of the child’s name the teacher meets the 
parents and the child in school. Through an informal talk with them mutual 
contact is established. When the child’s turn for admission comes the teacher 
sends a note to the parents to come to the school on a particular date and get the 

‘child admitted. At the time of admission the parents fill up a card giving general 
information about the family from which the child comes (parents’ health, income, 
other siblings of child, relatives at home etc.). After the admission parents 
are encouraged to stay in school with the child till the child is adjusted to the 
teacher and the school environment. The process of weaning from the home to 
the school should be pleasant for the child. Otherwise it is likely that the child 
will tend to associate schooling always with something unpleasant and thus may 
develop a negative attitude towards school. As the child becomes adjusted to the 
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school the parents stop spending the whole 
with the parents continue.

The nursery school teacher, with the help of a group of enthusiastic parents 
should chalk out the parents’ programme for the whole year. She may form a 
parents’ programme committee with a few parents and entrust this work to the 
committee, She herself may help, guide and coordinate the committee's work 
while the responsibility of selecting.a topic, getting a suitable speaker or organizing 
a film show rests with the committee. However, the teacher guides this committee's 
work and sees to it that the parents are benefitted by these meetings. 


There are many other ways through which the teacher gets the co-operation 
of the parents. For instance, it is possible to get the quarterly medical check-up 
of the-nursery school children done always by a doctor parent. Similarly when- 
ever a talk is arranged on health, hygiene and nutrition a doctor parent shares his 
or her experiences with other parents. 


Parents are often invited to join the picnics and outdoor trips, Many 
mothers willingly come and lend a helping hand to the staff in managing children 
At times they even help to arrange the transportation. Е 


Organization of children’s festival is an important part of the parents? pro- 
gramme. Once a year parents, staff and the children are brought together at the 
time of the children’s festival where programmes are planned in such a way that 
both the parents and the children enjoy themselves. Samples of children’s work ar 
exhibited and a short programme of half an hour’s duration by the children ae e 
for parents, puppet shows etc. are organized for the entertainment of both FS:

the parents on the defensive. When the teacher discusses the difficulties of their 
child, at times the parents may take it as a personal criticism. So the teacher has to 
be very tactful and understanding. She should convey the idea that She is inte- 
rested in the welfare of the child and seeks co-operation of the parents to do her 
duty more efficiently. Once they are convinced of the teacher's sincere interest 
in their child, they easily take the teacher into confidence and give her their full 
support. Secondly, the teacher should not pretend that she knows everything. 
Whenever there is any need, she should at once tell the parents to go to some 
other source (for instance a paediatrician or a Psychologist) for further help. On 
the other hand she should also be careful that she does not unnecessarily scare 


the parents. Such recommendation should be given only if the teacher is con- 
vinced that the child needs it. 


An effective programme for parents thus results in the development of a 
cordial relationship between the school and the home, an understanding on the 
part of one regarding what the other agency istrying to do for the child and a 


willingness to help and co-operate with each other in their attempts to stimulate 
the optimum development of the child. 


6. RECORDS AND REPORTS FOR 
NURSERY SCHOOL CHILDREN 


To work successfully with a child and to stimulate him to achieve growth, 
it is necessary for the teacher to know his family background, home environment. 
developmental history, health records and his needs and abilities. The teacher 
therefore collects the required information froma variety of sources and keeps 
them together in a folder to which she adds her own estimates of the progress 
made by the child in school. Ifthe school isa part of the training institute or 
research institute then the records supply the institute with the data for researches 
in child development. 


As the child leaves the nursery school and joins the primary school these 
records may be passed on to the primary school teacher. This detailed informa- 
tion will help the primary school teacher to geta picture of the whole child 
and work with him better. 


The main purpose of keeping records of the children is that such records 
help the teacher to understand the child better. To understand the individual 
differences and to give individual guidance, the teacher has to know each 
child’s family background, home environment, developmental history, health 
records of the child and his needs, abilities and problems (if he has апу). She 
collects most of this information from the parents. She then supplements jt with 
her own observations of the child and his family. Such information helps the 
teacher to perceive the whole child ; his day to day behaviour then becomes 
more meaningfulto her and she is thus able to estimate whether the child? 
rate of development is satisfactory or not. On the basis of her estimate ie 
plans to provide such experiences as are necessary for the child for his optim e 
development. For instance, if the teacher finds that a particular child um 
prefers to indulge in solitary play and has not yet made friends, Se still 
him such experiences wherein he is encouraged to participate in more and п gives 
group activities. hore of 


A regular recording of the child's development helps her o a 
child's rate of development better. As the teacher writes regular pee the 
notes for a particular child, she makes a note of the Progress that Fe hee vation 
At times it may happen that the teacher finds that instead of showing p Made, 
1 TOgress 
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the child actually regresses in certain aspects. Then the teacher will have to 
find out the reasons for it and take steps to overcome the set-back. In assessing 
the child’s rate of development the teacher views the child’s growth and develop- 
ment in terms of three relationships : (a) with his own capacity and previous 


growth, (b) with the school group of which he is a member and (c) with children 
in general of his own age group. 


Proper maintenance of records is most useful for purposes of curriculum 
planning. The curriculum of the school ifit is to be effective should be based 
on the needs, interests and abilities of children. The teacher should provide 
such experiences to children which are meaningful, interesting and functional 
for children and which are in accordance with the developmental level of 
children. The teacher can do this successfully only when she knows the back- 
ground information of the group of children for whom she is making the plan. 


The records help the teacher to determine the readiness of the children 
for schoo]. The data about the child’s physical, emotional, intellectual and 
social development should help the teacher to determine whether a particular 
child is ready for formal schooling or not. The satisfactory progress in primary 
classes depends to a great extent on the readiness of the child for schooling. 
For instance, if the child's attention span is still minimal, if he still does not 
have much auditory or visual discrimination, the teacher advises the parents to 
keep him back in the nursery school for some more time, 


Records, if carefully kept, are also valuable from the point of view of 
researchers. We have hardly any data on the pattern of child development in 
India. These records, if well maintained, should yield a great deal of material 
for studies in child growth. One point that every teacher should bear in mind is 
that records are not kept for purposes of storage. If they are not used for the 
guidance of children, they cease to serve the purpose for which they are kept. 


Contents of Cumulative Records for Young Children 


The cumulative records for young children should contain the following 
information : 


1. Personal information (information regarding the child). The name 


of the child, sex, date of birth, place of birth, his mother-tongue, order of birth 
etc, 


2. Home background of the child. Detailed information about the parents 
or guardian of the child (their age, educational qualifications, occupation, income 


etc ), information about siblings, type of family (single or joint), information about 
relatives staying at home, facilities at home etc. 


"TO. 
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3. Developmental history. The birth history of the child, age of weaning 
from breast and bottle, age of sitting, standing, walking etc., record of illnesses or 
accidents, age at which bowel and bladder control are established etc. 


4. Habits and interests of the child. Food habits, sleeping habits, social 
habits, interests etc. 


5. Health record. Results of the medical check-up and recommendations, 
height, weight and body measurement of the child. 


6. Attendance record. The number of days the child attends school in a 
month. 


7. "Teacher's estimate. The teacher estimates the development of the child, 
his participation in the school programme, his interests and abilities, the interfering 
factors, if he has any difficulty, and then records her opinion about the total 
development of the child. 


"Techniques of Collecting Information 


The information is collected by the following methods 


(a) Observation 


Observation is found to be one of the most useful methods for collecting the ` 
information regarding young children. Observation is of two types, participant 
and non-participant. The participant observation method, as the very term 
suggests, involves observing children simultaneously along with working with them. 
The non-participant technique requires the observer to be a passive onlooker. The 
teacher has necessarily got to make use of the participant observation method, as 
it will always be difficult for her to play the role of a passive onlooker. A teacher 
may find it difficult todo two things together but by practice she soon learns 
to do it. 


However for more effective observation, the teacher may draw up a tentative 
schedule for observations and make use of the observation record forms specially 
prepared foi this purpose. For instance, she may make it a point to observe one 
child a day. She makes a special note of this particular child's behaviour right 
through the day and records her observation in the observation blanks after the 
school hours. The observation sheets are prepared for the different aspects of 
development, physical, motor, emotional, personal-social, language and intellectual 
and also for the participation of the child in the school programme. Tf the teacher 
has 20 children under her care and if it is a five day week school, then each child 
in her group will be observed once a month. The teacher will thus have three 
observation records for each child to compare and write the teacher’s estimate at 
the end of the term. 
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(b) Interview 


Interviewing the parents is another method by which the teacher collects the 
required information about the children. At the time of registration of the 
child's name, the headmistress may meet the parents, and collect the essential 
information about the child, regarding his age, address, occupation of the parents, 
income of the family etc. It need not be collected necessarily through an interview. 
Record forms may be prepared in advance and the parents may be asked to fill 
them up. Afterthe child is admitted, the parents may be asked to give more 
information regarding the home set-up. 


After the factual details regarding the child and the family are collected the 
teacher makes an appointment with the parents and visits them at their homes. An 
interview schedule is prepared in advance and the teacher fills it up during her 
interview. The teacher should meet the parents at their homes at least twice a 
year, so that she is in a position to note any subsequent change that has occured in 
the home set-up. 


(c) Information given by the child 


Sometimes children supply information to the teachers during free conversa- 
tion period on their own. For instance, a child may talk to the teacher that daddy 
is very busy in the office these days and that is why he cannot play with the child 
or take him out on a picnic. Or mummy is busy with the new baby and she cannot 
tell stories to the child these days. This type of information from the child makes 
it clear to the teacher that there is some difficulty at home and that more individual 
attention should be paid to the child. 


Thus to put it in a nutshell, the teacher is always alert and makes every effort 
to arrive at the estimate ofa child by means of her observation of the child's 
behaviour and speech and by interviewing the parents. 


Reports 


Reports are generally written on the basis of the estimate arrived at by the 
teacher. The purpose of sending the report of tlie child to the parents is to 
acquaint them with the abilities and difficulties of the child. A well-written report 
should help the parents to understand their children better and to guide them into 
desired channels. The teacher should focus her attention in the report on how 
much progress the child has made, what his special interests are and how the 
parents can stimulate his progress. She should also point out where the child 
stands in comparison with the other children in his age group, whether he has any 
special difficulties and if so how he could be helped to overcome them.

The reports may be sent at the end of every term However, it is not always

essential to send a formal report. If the teacher feels that an individual parent- 
teacher conference is better than a formal written report, she may do so. The 
most important point is that her report whether it is written or verbal, should help 
the parents in understanding the child better and stimulating him towards optimum 
growth. 


7. OBSERVATION FORMS AND CUMULATIVE RECORD 
FOLDER FOR NURSERY SCHOOL CHILDREN 


The Observation Forms and Cumulative Record Folder given at the end of 


the chapter are developed from experience in working with young children -aged 
24 to 5 years. The teacher makes use of the observation schedules in getting 
from information regarding the child. It is not necessary for the teacher to fill in 
all the items in the schedules. The schedules only indicate what to observe. The 
observation schedules are thus one of tne means by which the teacher gets to 
understand the child. The rest of the information is gathered through home visits, 
interviews with parents, medical check-up etc. All these details are entered in the 
Cumulative Record Folder. The Cumulative Record Folder thus contains all the 
televant background information about the child which should facilitate the teacher 
in understanding the child. 7 


Observation Forms 


The Observation Forms Folder consists of seven forms : (1) Physical Chart 
(2) Motor Chart (3) Emotional Chart (4) Personal-Social Chart (5) Language 
Chart (6) Intellectual Chart (7) School Participation Chart. The teacher first 
fills in the identification data of the child—name, age and sex and also the 
date, time and situation in which the observation is made. The teacher also notes 
the factual details of the incident observed and her impressions or interpretation of 


the behaviour. At the end she sums up the picture and gives her recommendation, 
if any. 


Physical Chart 


The physical chart includes observations on items like general physical 
condition, facial expression, posture and gait, cleanliness and functional efficiency 
of sense organs and limbs, stamina, activity level etc. It helps the teacher to focus 
her attention on the physical development of the child. Ifthe teacher notices 
anything unusual, she may draw the attention of the school doctor, if there is one, 
or the parents who in turn may get the child medically checked up. 


Motor Chart 


The motor chart includes observation of children with reference to various 
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hand and leg skills. It helps the teacher to assess the extent of the muscular co- 
ordination the child has developed. She may find that a particular child has 
difficulties in performing any activity which requires finer muscular co-ordination, 
say threading the beads or cutting with scissors. She may then make it a point 
to give him more opportunities to use his finer muscles. 


Emotional Chart 


It aims to study the emotional development of the child and includes items 
such as expression of emotions, emotional outbursts, emotional dependence 
specific emotions and their intensity. It should thus help the teacher in getting to 
know whether a particular child is still emotionally dependent or what his 
dominant emotions are. For instance, the teacher may find that a child always 
clings to her or calls out for her. She may then discourage him from doing it and 
encourage him to solve his problems on his own. 


Personal-Social Chart 


This chart involves observations on such aspects of behaviour as co-operation, 
friendliness, competition, independence, responsibility, social acceptance etc. It 
should enable the teacher to understand how far the child has developed in his 
adjustment to himself and the society. For example, if the teacher finds during 
the course of her observations that a child is being rejected by the peer group in a 
large number of situations, she should immediately probe into the possible causes. 
If she can develop a little more confidence in the child and expose his best 
to the peer group, it is likely that his level of social acceptance may 
improve. 


Language Chart 


Here the teacher is required to focus her attention on the language develop- 
ment of the child such as oral expression, fluency of speech and content of speech, 
Development of good vocabulary and clear and accurate speech is one of the 
important aims of pre-school education. Every teacher should know if her children 
are progressing satisfactorily in this area. In case she finds that some children 
have very poor vocabulary or cannot yet speak clearly, she should see to it that 
they are exposed to a large number of experiences in which language is involved 
such as free conversation, story telling, picture-book reading etc. 


Intellectual Chart 


The intellectual chart takes into account the cognitive abilities such as 
attention, memory, imagination, reasoning and problem solving and concept forma. 
tion. The teacher observes the child in different situations and thus gets to know 
how far the child has developed in his cognitive abilities. Can the child reason 
and solve problems on his own or does he always ask some body else to do it for 
him? Can he follow the directions she gives or does she have to repeat the 


Y 
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Same directions a number of times? These are important abilities, foundation of 
which should be laid in early childhood. The teacher’s Observation should tell 
her whether the children's progress is satisfactory and also whether she gives them 
sufficient opportunity to develop these abilities. 


School Participation.Chart 


This chart aims to determine how much the child participates in the school 
programme. It lists the various activities of the school and the teacher'is required 


to note the nature of participation of the child. This should show whether the | 


child enjoys the school programme or whether he has to be coaxed to Participate 
in most of the activities. There may be some children who are interested in only 
one type of activity, say outdoor play. But it is necessary for them to spend 
Some time at least on other activities which involve language development or 
development of finer muscular co-ordination. The teacher should then see that 
these children are encouraged to participate in these activities too. 


The observation forms thus help the teacher to focus her attention on 
specific aspects of development. She may make a schedule of names of children 
to be obseryed and dates on which observation will be made to make sure that no 


child will be left out. The observation thus made forms the basis of the Teacher’s 
Estimate Card in the Cumulative Record Folder. 


The Cumulative Record Folder 


The Cumulative Record Folder consists of six forms: (1) Admission 
(2) General Information (3) Detailed Information (4) Health (5) Teacher's Estimate 
(6) Report. This folder is designed in such a way that it gives all 
mation about the child and hishome.

2. General Information Form V ч. 


The General Information Form is given to the parents after the child is.admit- 
ted to the school. The parents are required to fill in all the factual details concerning 
the family such as the age, occupational, educational and economic status of the 
parents, their general health, the languages used at home, the type of family (single 
or joint), order of birth of the child and details of siblings of the child. It also 
seeks information as to whether both the parents are alive and live together, 
whether there are any dependents in the family apart from their own children and 
whether there is any one seriously illin the family. The information about the 
occupation and economic status of the parents is required again in this form as it 
is likely that there may be some changes occuring in the period between the 
registration and admission time. In case both forms are given at the time of 
admission, there is no necessity to get these details filled in for the second time. | 


3. Detailed Information Form 


This form is not directly given to the parents. It is a sort of interview 
schedule which the teacher uses when she does the home visits of the children. 
This is used only after the children settle down in school and the teacher gets 
acquainted with the parents. She then makes a prior appointment with the parents 
and visits them at their homes. She chats with the parents informally for some 
time, notices the home set-up, facilities etc. and elicits detailed information regar- 
ding the habits of the child and his history. 


The form asks for details of the child's birth history, developmental history, 
record of illnesses, mannerisms, toilet habits, eating habits, sleeping habits, his 
interaction with the family, the disciplinary methods to which he is exposed, his 
interests and the facilities that he enjoys. After collecting all these details, the 
teacher arrives at the summary picture of the child and his family. On subsequent 
visits she records only the changes if there are any in the various aspects. 


The information on allthose aspects is vital for understanding the child, 
What kind of disciplinary method is the child used to? How much supervision 
does the child get? What are his interests ? These are all questions which are 
of interest to the teacher. Without this background information, it will not be 
possible for the teacher to understand the behaviour of the children. 


4, Health Form 


The Health Form gives the details of height, weight and body proportions 
of the child. Italso gives information regarding any physical defects, sensory 
defects or any other serious illness. The Health Form is to be filled in by the school 
doctor but the teacher should give the doctor all the relevant information. For 
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instance, if the teacher has noticed that a particular child is susceptible to frequent 
colds, she should let the doctor know so that he can examine the child carefully. 
The doctor's recommendations are then conveyed to the parents so that they may 
take the necessary action. 


5. Teacher's Estimate Form 


It is in this form that the teacher sums up the information collected from 
various sources and arrives at an estimate of the child. It is divided into seven 
parts, (i) Physical development (ii) Motor development (iii) Emotional develop- 
ment (iv) Personal social development (v) Language development (vi) Intellectual 
development (vii) School participation. The teacher rates the child in the different 
aspects of development. In addition she checks against the factors that interfere 
with his development, his special interests and abilities and his special problems. 


Such an estimate should make it easier for the teacher to decide how best 
to help the children. Suppose that the teacher finds that a particular child has 
not made adequate language development. Her home visits may have shown that 
the child spends hardly any time with adults. The child may not be getting suffi- 
cient opportunities to use and listen to language. She canthen plan such expe- 
riences for the child wherein he is exposed to a large number of opportunities to 
hear and speak the language. She should also suggest to the parents the advan- 
tages of spending more time with the child. 


6. Report Form 


After arriving at an estimate of the children, the teacher starts working on 
thereport. The report is one of the links between the school and the home. It 
is through the report that the teacher informs the parents how far the child has 
developed, how he has adjusted to the school and how well he participates in the 
School programme. The teacher should be very careful in wording the reports. 
On tbe one hand it should give the parents a correct picture of the child. On the 
other hand it should not arouse undue anxiety in them or put them on ‘the defen- 
sive. The report should be so worded that it tells the parents how much the 
child has progressed within the time under consideration and how he compares 


with the other children in his group. Whenever it is necessar

The Cumulative Record Folder is thus a means b i

stand the needs of the children better. But it serves no purpose if it stops with 
diagnosis. It is up to the teacher to make use of the information thus collected 
in helping and stimulating the child to learn and develop.
